and falſe arreſts, and impriſonments; refuſers of 
bail, and diſobeyers of habeas corpuſes ; great and

own cauſes; converting ail fines, felons goods, and 


wrecks, to their own uſe; deſtroyers of that 
famous river of Tine; forcing ſhips and boats to 


fink, and impriſoning thoſe that dare to ſuccor 
them; ingroſſers of all coals, and other commo- 


dities, into their own hands, from the inheritors, 
by patent; with other irrefiſtable oppreſſions, like 
to the Spaniſh inquiſition, and practice of the high 
commiſſion, and ſtar-chamber; being put in execu- 


tion, at this day, in that town, by command of the 


magiſtrates, and other their officers ; ; and what they 
cannot do, by force of their charter, amongſt 
themſelves, againſt any private perſon oppoſing, 
then, by combination, ruin them at law, by their

IV. That commiſſioners of ſewers in Northum- 
berland, and county of Durham, be forthwith im.

V. That an ad quod damnum be granted, for a 
market at Shields, which will prevent the loſs of 
many a poor ſouls life for the future. 

VI. Or that a revival of that never to be forgot- 
ten ſtatute, 11 Rich. 2, cap. 7. for a free trade to 
all, which voided all monopolies and charters, as 
being the greateſt grievance in a commonwealth, 
&c. It will not onely make this your nation

xo joan; i." 


Surnamed withqut land, raigned 15 jens und 7 
monthes, died 19. daie October, 1216, was buried 
at Worceſter, in the 51, peer of his age; © 

(D ING Joan, who uſurped the crown of Eng- 
land, was (only for formalities fake) ſworn 

by a biſhop, who being demanded the reaſon why he 

did fo, faid, that by the gift of prophecy, certified, 

that at ſome time, king John would take the crown 
and realm of England, and bring all to ruin and con- 
tuſion, he pretending, the king his brother, was dead 


in the time of his being abſent beyond ſea; being 


the firſt author of charters (for gain) and people like 
himſelf, for lucre of gain, ſold their birth-right, to 
become bodies corporate, and oppreſſors of the 
iree-born people of England: For before charters 
were, all the free-holders of England were free to 
make laws for the good of the nation; but corpo- 
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all his lands i in France, &c.

rations being ſubordinate to ſuch laws, as s he by his 


prerogative gave them, being repugnant to the 


known fundamental laws of England. 

In the firſt year of his reign, dreadful tempeſtuous 
weathers by rains, that the grounds were ſo ſpoiled, 
that whereas corn was ſold for one ſhilling the boule, 
in king Henry the ſeconds daies, then coſt 13 ſhil- 
lings the boule; alſo an abundance of fiſh found 
dead upon the land, by the corruption of the waters, 
no hay could be mowed, 5 hale as big as hens 
eggs. 

* He was an uſurper, a tyrant, a bloody perſon, 


a murderer, a perjured perſon, a covetous perſon, 


a demoliſher of famous towns with fire, and a ſeller 
of Englands ſupremacy to the pope*, whoſe reign 


Was oppreſſive, and end, ſhame. For further fatis- 


faction I refer you to his true hiſtory, I ſhall onely 


give a brief of ſome paſſages 1 in his reign. 


He made a law that all jews that would not turn 
chriſtians ſhould pay a certain great ſum of money, 


or be impriſoned, and when they did turn, then 


they ſhould have their money again; a young mer- 
chant paid Gol. to continue a jew, and after turned 
to be a chriſtian; then he demanded his money 
from the king, but he being unwilling to part with 
money, demanded what reaſon he had to turn, and 


| ſent for his father and mother to diſ-ſwade him, and 


to per- wade him to change again to be a jew. 

(e) He gave command that all the jews in Eng- 
land and Wales to be forthwith impriſoned, men, 
women, and children, by reaſon they turned ſo faſt 
to be of his religion, and then ſeized on all their 
riches to ſatifie his covetous diſpoſition, and ſuch as 


would not confeſs where their money was, pulled 


out their teeth and eies, and then took the thir- 
teenth part of all eſtates moveable, to war againſt 
the earls of Marſh, who deſired him to forbear, but 
he would not, for which they diſpoſſeſſed him of

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He having little love to his wife Ifabel the queen, 


was divorced, pretending ſhe was too near of kin to 
him, and ſo took another. 

(sp) He murthered duke Arthur earl FF Brittan, 
his eldeſt brothers ſon, being heir to the crown, in 


children to be ſtarved to death, in Winſor caſtle. 
He diſ-inherited many ot the nobility without 

judgment of the law, and put to death Ramp earl 

of Cheſter, for reproving him for lying with his 


brothers wife, and reproached others of his nobles, 


telling them how often he had defiled their beds, 
and defloured their daughters. 


(E) He granted to the city of London their 


charter, and letters pattents, to chuſe their mayor 


yeerly in the tenth yeer, 1210. who governs well, &c, 
(2) He removed the exchequer from London to 


Northampton, and got a great army to go .againſt 


the caſtle of Roan, in France, and chaſed William de 
Branes out of England, and cauſed his wife and 


the king of Scots, but the king of Scots met him 


and did him homage, and gave him his two 
daughters as pledges, and eleven thouſand ſcotch 


marks, and upon his return took homage of the 
free-holders of England, and ſware them to his 
allegiance, all above 11 years of age. 

(G6) He made oath to be obedient to the pope of

Rome, by name Innocentius, to Randolph, his 


bull, who went with his nobles to Dover, where he 


met with the ſaid popes bull, and there reſigned 
the crown with the realm of England and Ireland 


into the popes hand; ſee his oath in chap. 59. (B): 

upon which the biſhops who he had baniſhed, re- 
turned to England, by leave from the pope. King 
John met them and fell flat upon his face on the 


ground, and aſked them forgiveneſs, melting 


bitterly into tears, &c. 
(A) He grants the very next year, after his power 


was given to the pope, unto the town of Newcaſtle 


upon Tyne, letters pattents to be a corporation, and

to hold the ſaid town in fee-farm, at the rent of 
| 100], per. annum, as by the ſaid recited letters pat- 


tents, in the ſecond chapter, more at large appears, 
anno 1213. (Surely this charter is not good by 
law, &c.) 

(1) He was the cauſe of firing the chief town in 
Northumberland, called Morpeth, and cauſed many 


more towns in England and Wales to be burnt. 


The barons of England being armed, demanded 
of him the laws and liberties granted by king Ed- 
ward the confeſſor, vulgarly called St. Edward, he 
deſired reſpite till alter, and gave ſureties to per- 
form them. 

(x) He met with the barons of England i in Running 
Meadow, between Winſor and Stains, upon the 
16. of June; granted under his hand to them the 
liberties of England, without any difficulty, and the 


whole realm was ſworn thereunto; and ſoon after 


ſubtlely and privately ſends to the pope and other 
nations, for armies to make void thoſe charters and 


liberties granted to the barons, and to ſubdue 


all caſt away on the ſea. The pope ſends in great

England, and promiſed them great rewards. Forty 
ee ſouldiers, that were to have Norfolk and 
Suffolk, to conquer England for king John, were 


ſtrength, who landed at Dover, and deſtroyed 
many towns by fire, and with the ſword flew many 
thouſands of people; the pope excommunicating the 
barons particularly by their names, great ſubverſion 
and diſſolution thereupon fell, laying all hedges and 


ditches level, tormenting the barons, with their 
wives, &c. 


(L) The barons were neceſſitated to ſend for 
Lewis, ſon to the king of France, for to come with 
an army to join with them to conquer king John, 
whoſe cruelties were intollerable ; which was done, 


and king John overthrown, and forced to flee 


towards Lin; being poyſoned by a monk at Swin- 
ſted: (he reaſon he gave was, that if he had ar 
hal 
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half a year longer, a half. penny loaf „ coſt 


20s.) He died, and was buried at Worceſter, and 17 year. 


king Henry the third, ſon to king John, of nine 
years of age, was crowned at Gloceſter, &. 
(u) The reaſon of king John his granting charters 
in England, and making corporations, was, for that 
he had but little land, to raiſe great rents from them, 
and to aſſiſt him with ſtrength by out- voting the 
knights of (u) the ſhires, as is hereafter expreſt : For 
all free-holders of England that had forty ſhillings a 
y=er, met two times a yeer at Seſſions Meadows, neer 
Rockingham Caſtle, in Northampton-ſhire, and 


there made ſuch laws as the nation was nen by, | 


and confirmed by the king. 

(x) King John reſolving to have monies and aid 
of men, to go to Normandy, to conquer them, could 
not conveniently motion it, by reaſon of the nume- 
rouſneſſe of the free-holders, but made a ſpeech to 


them, that he had contrived a very fit and convenient 


way, for the making laws for the good of the whole 
nation, which was, that by reaſon he conceived it a 
great trouble, for all them to come ſo far for that 
purpoſe, onely to make laws, that they would chuſe 
two knights of every ſhire and county, in England 


and Wales, and give to them the full power of the 


nation, and then the ſaid knights to come and ſit with 
him in parliament, at Weſtminſter, and alſo to allow 
them four ſhillings a day, out of the county ſtock, 
which more plainly appears in the ſtatute of 35. Hen. 
8. ch. 11. Knights to have 48. per diem, and bur- 
geſſes 28. per diem. 

(o) King John when he had got the hundred and 
tour knights in parliament, they having the full pow- 


er of the nation from the free-holders, immediately re- 


quired from them, great ſubſidies, and armies to go 
tor Normandy, to recover ſuch lands as he had loſt. 
(Þ) The knights anſwered, they onely were intruſt- 
ed to make laws, and not to taxe the free- holders, 
who had intruſted them, and not to raiſe armies, and 


that 
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that by ſo doing, they could not diſcharge the truſt 
repoſed in them. 

(Q) The king finding his expefincion fruſtrated, 
having nothing doubted, but to have wrought his 
deſign on ſo ſmall a number, maſtered his paſſion, and 
not long after acquainted the knights, that he was 
lorry for the great burden which lay upon them for 
making laws, being for a publick, and that they were 
too few in number, and that he had found out a way 
how to eaſe them, and bring in a great revenew to 
free the nation from impoſitions. 

(x) Which was, that he reſolved to incorporate all 
the great towns in England and Wales, and depute 
magiſtrates, to govern as his lieutenants, and every 
corporation ſhould hold their town in fee-farm, from 
him and his heirs at a certain rent, ſome more, others 
leſſe, according to the quality, &c. 

(s) Alſo that every corporation ſhould chuſe two 
durgeſſes to fit and vote with them, in parliament, 
they knowing the ſtate of every county, and the bur- 
geſſes of the corporation (by which means, the bur- 
geſſes being more in number than the knights might 
 out-vote them, and vote for him) the knights med- 
led not therein at all, but were out-voted by theſe 


vaſſals and tenants to the king, they granting to im 


whatever he demanded, or elſe muſt forfeit their 
charters : And he granted to them whatever they de- 
manded, &c. 

(T) The free-holders of England were repreſented 
in parliament, by their knights in their election: 
And if the burgeſſes were free-holders, then repre- 
ſented in the ſame knights. 

(v) But if the burgeſſes were no free-holders then 
no power in England to make laws, or to ſit in par- 
liament, to out- vote the true repreſentative, which are 
the knights, eſpecially repreſenting no body further 
then the will of the king, who was onely to confirm 
laws, but not to make them. :

(8) GR ING forn, by his letters pattents, dated the 


day of in the fourteenth yeer of his 

reign, and in he yeer of our Lord, 1213, granted, 
demiſed, and confirmed, to the honeſt men of the 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne, and to their heirs, his town 
of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, with all the appurtenances, 
to fee-farm, for one hundred pounds, to be rendred 
to the ſaid king and his heirs, at his Exchequer, 
| (to wit.) at the feaſt of exſter, fifty pounds, and at the 
| feaſt of St. Michael other fifty pounds ; faving to the 
laid king, the rents prizes, and aſſizes in the port of 
the ſaid town. Further he grants to them, and con- 
firmeth one hundred and ten ſhillings and ſixpence 
of rent, which they have by the gift of the ſaid king, 
in the Rid town, of eſcheats, to be divided and aſ- 
ſigned to them, who loſt their rents by occaſion of a 
ditch or trench, and of the new work made under 
the caſtle, towards the river or water, ſo that thereof 
they might have the more, that loſt the more, and 
they that loſt the leſſe, ſhould have the leſſe. He al- 
ſo granted to them, for him and his heirs, that in 
nothing they ſhould be anſwerable to the ſheriffe, 
nor to the conſtable, for thoſe things which belong 
to them, as the ſaid charter teſtiheth. Wherefore 

he willeth and firmly commandeth, that the ſaid 


men

men, and their heirs, may have and hold the ſame 
town with its appurtenances to fee-farm, for 
the faid hundred pounds yeerly to be paid, as is 
aforeſaid, well and in peace, freely, quietly, and in- 
tirely, with all liberties and free cuſtomes, which they 
were wont to have in the time of king Henry rhe 
2. father of the ſaid king John, as by the ſaid let- 
ters pattents appeareth. The ſaid king John was the 
cauſe of burning Morpeth, the chief town in Nor- 
thumberland, and many more towns in Wales, be- 
cauſe of the enmity between him and the family of 
the Bruces, who originally were planted in Wales. 
Wherefore the ſaid charter made by the ſaid king 
John, to the faid honeſt men of Newcaſtle upon 
Tyne, cannot be valid in law, becauſe in the four- 
teenth yeer of his reign, he ſubjeQed himſelf to be a 
vaſſal to the pope of Rome, as is aforeſaid, and for 
many other reaſons mentioned in the ſaid charter It- 
felf, confidered in themſelves. 


In this charter of king John, that he grants to the 


honeſt men of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, he mentions 
not the port of the river of Tyne, from Sparhawk, at 
Tynemouth-bar, upon the fea, to Hadwyn-ftreams, 


above Newburn, in Northumberland; neither is there 


ſo much as one ſyllable, whereby the {aid king grants 
to them the two third parts of the ſaid river, or any 
of the . between the ſaid 2 785 &c.

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(B) King Henry the third, by his letters pattents, 
under the great ſeal of England, dated at Weſtmin- 
ſter, the firſt day of December, in the three and 
twentieth year of his reign, upon the good men of 
Newcaſtles ſupplication, thought it fit, to give them 
licence to dig coals, and ſtones, in the common ſoil 
of that town, without the walls thereof, in the place 
called Caſtle-field and the Frith; and from thence 


to draw and convert them unto their own profit, in 


aid of their ſaid fee-farm rent of a 10ol. per annum, 


and the ſame, as often as it ſhould ſeem good unto 


them; the fame to endure during his pleaſure; 
which ſaid letters pattents were granted upon pay- 
ment of twenty ſhillings into the hamper: Nothing 
more was given, neither lands, &c. but only to 
work the coals, during pleaſure, for their own 
Wc. 


(c) King Henry the third was petitioned again 
by the ſame honeſt men, for ſo they were called 
by king Johns charters (probi homines:) That 


his majeſty would be graciouſly pleaſed, to give 
them all the ſtone and coals in a place called the 
Frith, adjoyning to the former, the better to enable 
them to pay their fee-farm rent, which alſo was 
granted, paying forty ſhillings -per annum, into 
the hamper, upon the eleventh of May, in the one 
and thirtieth year of his reign. All which coals 
and ſtones, have, do, and will amount to many 
thouſands of pounds, yet no land, above the ſaid 
coals was granted unto them.

by William Rufus, adjoyning thereunto. And to 
he end that the then ſheriffe of Northumberland 
might preſent theſe incroachments into the chan- 


cery, whereby to diſcover their unjuſt dealing and 
intruſion upon the faid moat of the ſaid caſtle, they 
on ſaid good men gave to him the faid ſheriffe, 


a gitt or bribe of ten marks, that he might nor 
vex them, as by the ſaid record more at large ap- 


pears, &c. 


CHA P. V. 


HE ſaid AY Edward the third, by his letters 
pattents, dated at Weſtminſter, the tenth day 

of May, in the one and thirtieth yeer of his reign, 
confirms all former charters, with an addition, of 
his own, that he, for himſelf and his heirs, 


granted, demiſed, and confirmed unto his honeſt 


men 
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men of the town of the Newcaſtle upon Tyne, his 
town of Newcaſtle, before called Mancheſter, with 


all its appurtenances, for a hundred pound per 


annum, to be paid to the ſaid king, and his heirs, 


&c. Which he the ſaid king confirms to the ſaid 
men, and burgeſſes, and to their heirs for ever. 


And becauſe, on the behalf of the ſaid burgeſſes of 
the ſaid town, it was humbly ſupplicated to the 
ſaid king, that whereas the ſaid moore and lands 
called Caſtle-fields, and Caſtle-moor, on the north- 


fide of the faid town of Newcaſtle, from a certain 


place called Ingler Dike, &c. as the ſame are butted 
and bounded, &c. even to the {aid town of New- 
caſtle, are the lands and foil of the ſaid town of 


Newcaſtle belonging to the ſame, beyond memory; 
with all profits coming of the ſaid lands, moor, and 


ſoil, as by an inquiſition thereof taken, and re- 
turned into the chancery appeareth. And albeit 


the ſaid burgeſſes, and their predeceſſors from the 


time they have had the ſaid town to farm, they 
have held the ſaid moor and land, as though it were 
appertaining to the ſaid town, and have always 
hitherto peaceably, and quietly had, and reaped all 
the profits coming of the ſaid moor and lands, yet the 
ſaid burgefles, (now they are turned from honeſt 
men, to burgeſſes, the next will be to ————) for 
that there is no mention made of the ſaid moor and 
lands (albeit they be of the appurtenances of the 


ſaid town) do fear, that they may be impeached 


afterwards, and for that the ſaid town, as well by 
reaſon of the laſt peſtilence at that time, as by the 
hazards of wars, and divers other adverſities, was 
ſo impoveriſhed, and deſtitute of men, that the 
profits of the ſaid town ſufficed not for the payment 
of the ſaid farm, (as they then pretended.) The 
ſaid king being willing to provide for their in- 
dempnity in that behalf, and for him, and his heirs 


granted, that they and their heirs might have and 


hold the ſame moor and ſoil, as if it were apper- 
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taining to the ſaid town, with all profits out of the 
ſame, &c. And that they the faid burgeſſes, and their 


| heirs, in the ſaid moor and lands, may dig, and 


may have coal, flait, and ſtone there; and from 


5 | thence may draw them, and may make their profit of 


the ſaid coals, ſlait, and ſtones, and other profits 
coming out of the ſaid moor and lands, in aid of the 
payment of their ſaid fee-farm, without impeach- 
ment, &c. As by the ſaid letters pattents, (made 
by the king himſelf, and his council, and by the 
fine of forty ſhillings paid in the aa Hos more at 
large appeareth. 

By theſe laſt mentioned letters pattents the bur- 


geſſes of Newcaſtle can challenge no title in the ſaid 


Caſtle-moor, and Caſtle-field, becauſe the ſaid let- 


ters pattents are contrary in themſelves. This is 
the firſt claim the ſaid burgeſſes lay to the Caſtle- | 


moor, being a quantity of eight hundred and fifry 
acres of ground, beſides paſture for all their kine, 


and coals for all their fuel, which are gotten upon 


the ſaid Caſtle- moor.

OBSERVATIONS UPON CHARTERS, 


The fundamentall lawes of England are ſo excel- 
lent, that they are the birth-right, and the moſt anti- 
ent and beſt inheritance, that the free people of Eng- 
land have, for by them, they enjoy not onely their 


inheritance and goods, in peace and quietneſs, but 


their lives and dear country, in peace and ſafety. 
Cooks preface to the ſixth replication, and on Little- 
tons 1. 2. c 12, ſeck. 213. 

Sometime it is called right, ſometime common 


right, and ſometimes communis ju/titia ; and it is the 


ſame law which William the Conqueror found in 
England, the laws which he ſware to obſerve, were, 
Bona, &c. approbate antique regni legis. | 
Charter-law being ſo repugnant to the above writ- 
ten, and ſo deſtructive to the weal of the people, that 


never any writer ever writ of them, nor ever any par- 
liament enacted their publication, knowing they were 


no other then prerogative, and dyes with the donor; 
and it is an infallible rule, where no law is publiſh- 
ed, there cannot be any tranſgreſſion, or obedience 
required. 

The corporation of Newcaſtle hath but two ſup- 


porters, to ſtand and fall by, firſt, preſcription, ſe- 
condly, cuſtom. 


As to preſcription, a quo warranto will avoid that 
upon a legall tryal, it being underſtood, that charters 


are void, by reaſon of the change of government, if 


not, yet by breach of charter, exceeding their power, 
being nothing elſe then a fallacy. _ 

And as to plead cuſtom, they have no right, nor 
never in poſſeſſion of what they claim; cuſtomary 
right is good law, but cuſtom without right, is but 


an old error, and ought to be removed; drunken- 


neſs and ſwearing is cuſtomary: Is it fit it ſhould 
ſtand becauſe of its cuſtom ? | 

Kings were before corporations, and could have 
better juſtified themſelves, for a continuance, then 
corporations, by reaſon they might plead hereditary, 


or electary, conquerors, or cuſtomary, yet being

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found a grievance, was taken and removed for their 


arbitrary actings: Why then muſt their power ſtand, 
that is no law? 

It it were R to execute thoſe two judges, Emp- 
ſon and Dudly, for onely putting a ſtatute law in exe- 
cution, not repealed, which is above charters, being 
grievous to the people; it were nothing more to exe- 
cute juſtice upon ſuch, who act the ſame without 
any law,

CHAP. Tin, 
An order 10 ſeize 2 Newcaftles liberties, &c. 


PON an order, now taken, concerning the river 


of Tyne, and divers articles, conceived fit by 


the board, for the preventing of ſuch diſorders, and 


of the ſaid river, it is thought fit, and fo ordered, 
for the better obſervancy of the ſaid articles, and the 


more carefull endeavours of the mayor, and alder- 


men, of the town of Newcaſtle, for the reformation, 


and amendment, of ſuch things, as are hurtfull and 


prejudicial to ſo famous a river, which have been 
flighted and neglected, beyond that, which any way 
may be reaſonably thought of, in a matter of ſo great 
importance. 


That upon the firſt juſt complaint, nine to this 
board, in that kind, his majeſties attorney general be 


hereby authoriſed, without further queſtion, or war- 
rant, to direct ſome cour ſe, for the ſeizing of all the 
liberties of that town, into the kings hand ; of which 
their lordſhips pleaſure and reſolution, is, that ſuch 
aldermen, and others of that town, as are now here 
attending that buſineſſe, were by the board required, 
hereby to take notice. Given at our court, at White-

It is conceived a writ of ſeizure, lyes in this caſe, 
by reaſon of the many grievous complaints, exhibit- 
ed for their exorbitant abuſes, committed againſt the 
weal of the nation, in that river, in the ſpoyl thereof, 
as appears, and in not putting all thoſe articles in 
execution, for preſervation thereof, &c. 

In Michaelmas, 1643, in the preſence of Mr. Juſtice 
Snape, ſteward of the liberties of St. Katherines, 
London, the lord chief juſtice, St. John, did direct 
to ſeize St. Katherines liberties, for not yeelding 
obedience, to a writ of the common bench, executed 
in St. Katherines, and the attorney that gave the ad- 
vice was committed. (A good precedent.) 


CHAP. XIV. 


A return, by the commiſſoners of Newcaſtle, in the due

(a) "THE eominiſiteners; for confervency of the 

river of Tyne, at Newcaſtle, returns their 

quarterly account, of their diligent care, in the due 

execution, of the two and twenty articles, afore-men- 

tioned, unto the council table, by Mr. Leon, Car,

and Mr. Buewick, with order to petition the council, 


for an explanation, upon ſome of the ſaid two and 
twenty articles, and for further power, for the pre- 
ſervation of the faid river, eſpecially upon the one and 


twentieth article, to whom the bonds ſhould be made. 
It was ordered to the mayor, for the time being, &c. 

(B) Alfo prayed reſolution, who ſhould repair and 
maintain the ballaſt ſhoars, and coal-wharf, as is ex- 
preſt in the nineteenth article. Ordered, that as well 

the owner as the tenant, be bound to ſuch reparation, 
during the time uſe was made thereof, and onely the 
owners afterwards. 

They alſo humbly craved their reſolutions of the 
{xth article, and twelfth article, who ſhould be at 
the charge of cleanſing the river, of the ballaſt, and 
pay the watchmen, &c. It is ordered, that the town- 
chamber, defray both the one, and the other, by rea- 
ſon, they receive the profits of the river, &c. See 
chap. 12. (6), chap. 34. 39. 49. 

(o) They alſo prayed the reſolution of the eighth 
article, for the puniſhing of maſters of ſhips. It 
was ordered, that the commuthoners ſhould take 
bond, with ſufficient ſureties, to appear before the 
council, to anfwer their contempt, and to ſuch as 
refuſe to give bond, then the commiſſioners, to com- 
mit them to priſon, till they give ſureties, to anſwer 
at London, &c. See chap. 41. (c). 

Ordered, that the commiffioners ſhall have power, 
for ordering the Wharf, and new ſhoars, in every 


place, in that river, after they are once erected, as 


well for the krensthning as backing of them, with 
ballaſt, as with other earth. See chap. 18. (E). 
(E) That the commiſfioners, there at leaſt, ſhall 
ſubſcribe every ticket, and the mayor, for the carrying 
up of every keel of ballaſt, from the ſhips at Shields, 
to Newcaltle ballaſt ſhgars, for the more faithfull ex- 
ecution of that ſervice. See chap. 49. (o). 

(r) Ordered, that the commiſſfioners ſhall have 
power, to order and determine, of ſuch rewards, as 
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KING JAMES HIS LEASE To 


ſhall be given, to every wherry-man, or fiſherman, 
or other, that ſhall truly preſent any offence, or offen- 


ders, againſt any of the articles preſcribed, to be ta- 


ken out of ſuch fines, mulas and amerciaments, as 
thall be impoſed upon any the delinquents, againſt 
the ſaid articles.. See chap. 39. (a). 

(6) Ordered, that the commiſſioners ſhall have 
power, to cauſe the ballaſt, already become noyſome, 
or in any part of the river, or like to do hurt, from 
the land, to be removed to a new whart, or fit place.

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ING Juks, on the 14. of April, in the 


Alexander Stevenſon, Eſq. and his aſſigns, for fifty 
years, the whole caſtle of Newcaſtle, with all ap- 
purtenances thereunto, any way belonging, at the 

rent of forty ſhillings, per annum. except the priſon, 
wherein is kept the ſons of Belial, it being the 
county priſon, for Northumberland; the faid Mr. 
Stevenſon dyed, and left Mr. Auditor Darel, his 
executor, and left him that leaſe, it being all he 
was like to have, towards the payment of the 
ſaid Mr. Stevenſons debts, which was due to the 
faid executor, and others, amounting in the prin- 
ciple, to two thouſand and five hundred pound, be- 
ſides damages, which amounted to as much more, 
who is kept from his right, by the inſtigation of the 
mayor and burgeſſes, upon an inquiſition taken, the 
18. of Auguſt, in the 18. year of king James, at 
Newcaſtle. It was found to be in Stevenſon, and 
Now in his executors.

&c. but that title, the law will quickly decide, upon 
a legal trial; but the county of Northumberland 
hath the reverſion, who is kept, from having a iree 
paſſage to the aſſizes, by the mayor and burgefles, 
who ſhuts up the gates, which is the right paſſage, 
and at ſuch gates, which be open, the people of Nor- 
thumberland, coming to do their ſervice, at the aſſi- 
zes, holden for that county, in that caſtle, are arreſt- 
ed, and caſt into priſon, by Newcaſtle, where none 
can bail them, but burgeſſes of Newcaſtle, and often 
thereby, ſuch people, have their cauſe overthrown, 
by ſuch reſtrainment.

Henry Yelverton, kt. attorney general, exhibited 
an information, againſt the mayor and burgeſſes, 
concerning the premiſes above mentioned, where 


all plainly appears, amongſt other things of the

the contrary, by the advice of moſt of the antient

trinity maſters, of London, and other experienced 
traders thither, went on with the building thereof, 
upon which, in the year 1632, the faid mayor, and 
other commiſſioners, exhibited a complaint, to the 
king and council, againſt the ſame, at Whitehall, 
complaining, that, it any ballaſt ſhoars, or wharfs, 
were built, at Shields, it would much ſpoil the river, 
and hinder trade and navigation; at which there was 


a legal tryal. It appeared to the contrary. The king 


and council, upon the 13th. day of July, 1632, or- 
dered, that Sir Robert Heaths ballaſt ſhoar, ſhould 
be built. 

(Dd) In February next, the commiſſioners of 
Newcaſtle, complained again, upon the ſame bu- 
ſineſs, by pleading ſome new matter, in their peti- 
tion, and the reference they obtained, on their 
petition, was ordered, by the king and council, 


this 13th. of February, 1632, that fir Robert 


Heaths ballaſt ſhoar ſhould be built. The com- 


miſſioners aforeſaid, put in the third petition, not 
doubting, but that by ſuch new matter, they ſhould 


prevent the building of the ſaid ſhoar. Ordered, by 
the king and council, the 27. Feb. 1632, that fir 
Robert Heaths ballaſt ſhoar, wharf, or key, a 
building, ſhall be built, go forward, and be quite 
finiſhed.

Upon conſideration, this day had, at the board,

conſideration thereof, was, by his majeſty, eſpecially 


intruſted unto them, (Ez) and upon hearing the 
allegation, on both ſides, with their learned council, 
in the law, it was thought fit, and ordered, that 


the ſaid ſhoar ſhould be finiſhed, and backed with 
ballaſt, to make it fit for the ſalt warks, which for

and alledged, that all that ground belonged to 
them, with all other grounds, to a low water mark, 
from the full ſea-mark, on both ſides the river, 


from a place called Sparhawke, i in the ſea, to Head- 


wyn-ſtreams, which is ſeven miles above Newcaſtle, 
being fourteen miles in length, granted to them, 


and their heirs, for ever, from kin John by charter, 


and confirmed by his ſucceſſors; and therefore 


beſeeched time, to make it ſo appear. (There being 
no ſuch thing granted, could never make it appear.) 


A long time was given them, but nothing appeared, 

as truth of any ſuch grant, and two years after, upon 
the firſt_day of July, 1637, they inſtead of wearying 
out the commiſſioners, and gentlemen, that diſ- 
covered the ſame, was called to make good their 


claim. Then they became petitioners to the kings 
commiſſioners, that they would be pleaſed, to ſell 
that parcel of waſte ground, called Jarrow-ſlike, to 
them, and to admit them to purchaſe the ſame, for 


which they would give two hundred pounds, by 
reaſon, it lay more convenient for them, then any 


_ elſe, but they would give no more money for it.

Upon which, one Mr. Thomas Talbot, and Mr. 
Richard Allen, 'of London, gave four hundred pound, 


and got it. The king upon the 27. of November, 


1637, by his letters pattents, under the great ſeal 


of England, confirmed the ſame Jarrow-flike, and 


waſte ground, upon the ſaid Talbot and Allen, and 
their heirs, for ever; they paying in to the exchequer 
five pound per annuin, as a fee-farm rent, which ſaid 
ground, is in conteſt, between the faid Gentlemen, 
and fir Henry Vane. 

If this ground, to a full ſea- mark, were really the 
corporation of N ewcaſtles, it would have ſo appeared 


in the charter, granted by king John, and alſo, they 


then, might have made good their claim, and not to 
have become petitioners, to pyrchaſe the thing, which 


was their own before; even as they do in this, ſo in 
other things,

Alſo, if all ground be theirs, from a full ſea-mark, 
why were they tenants to the late dean, and chapters, 
of Durnam, of certain ballaſt ſhores, built to the low 
water-mark, on which all ballaſt is caſt. ;

Mr. Stranguage, made“ ſeizure, by ſtrong hand, of 
the ſaid tobacco from the poor woman, and would 


not acquaint them with the reaſon, whereupon, in 
paſſion, ſhe called them robbing raſcals, for which 
they ſued her poor huſband, in their own court, and 
put him to great expences ; ſhe, this deponent, "with

ed by the magiſtrates, and having ſent up his boat and

came fair, and on a ſudden the ſhips all ſet fail to 
ſea, ſo that he, this deponent muſt loole the protection 
of the fleet, and hazard himſelf to the mercy of the 
enemy, or muſt leave his men and boat behind, which 
the latter he did, and was conſtrained to drink ſtinking 
water for four daies, for want of beer, which might 
be conveniently got at Shields, and he was in greater 
danger of loſing his ſhip, for want of his men.

upon their town-key, at the charge of the owner, 


and to pay toule, and the ſame veſſels forced to fail 
back to Shields empty, and often ſuch veſſels ſinks 
by the way, and their own veſſels mult be hired, at 
their own rates, to carry it back again to Shields, 
being ſometimes fourteen daies in getting down

agree with a ſcotch-man, who pretended knowledge 


to finde out witches, by pricking them with pins, 
to come to Newcaſtle, where he ſhould try ſuch who 
ſhould be brought to him, and to have rwenty- 
thillings a peece, for all he could condemn as witches, 


and free paſſage thither and back again. 


(B) When the ſergeants had brought the ſaid 
witch-finder on horſe- back, to town, the magiſtrates

(c) Thirty women were brought - into the town-

(p) The ſaid reputed witch-finder, acquainted 
heut. colonel Hobſon, that he knew women, whether 


they were witches or no, by their looks, and when 


the ſaid perſon was ſearching of a perſonable, and 


; good-like woman, the ſaid colonel replyed, and ſaid, 


ſurely 
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ſurely this woman is none, and need not be tryed, 
but the ſcotch- man ſaid ſhe was, for the town faid 
ſhe was, and therefore he would try her; and pre- 
ſently in fight of all the people, laid her body naked 
to the waſte, with her cloaths over her head, by 
which fright and ſhame, all her blood contracted

CHAP. LIV. 


An act for a free-trade, in the river of Tyne, or 


coals, ſalt, Sc. 


(a) "HEREAS trade and commerce 1s become 

/ now, mote than formerly, the intereſt 
of this nation, and it is therefore the duty, as well as 
the wiſdome of this parliament, to ſecure and ad- 
vance the ſame, and in order thereunto, and for 
other great ends of honour and ſafety, to increaſe 
the ſhipping, and incourage navigation; and whereas 
a great part of the ſtock, and wealth of this nation, 


lyes in the well huſbanding and managing of thoſe | 


home commodities, of coals and falt, milſtones, 
glaſſe, the chief trade whereof is exerciſed upon the 


river of Tyne, and in the county of Northumberland 


and Durham. 

(B) And whereas the parliament hath been in- 
formed of great exorbitances, done, and committed, 
by the town and corporation of Neweaſtle, upon 
pretence and colour of powers, priviledges, and fran- 
chiſes, granted to the ſaid corporation, whereby it 
appears, (c) that the free and quick trade of thoſe 
ſtaple commodities, hath been much obſtructed, the 
river made dangerous, and in many places almoſt 
un-navigable, and encreaſe of ſhipping, ſo conſide- 
rable a nurcery of marriners, greatly Tuined, and 
navigation too much difcouraged; for remedy herein, 

(D) Be it enacted, declared, and ordained, by 
this preſent parliament, and by the authority thereof, 
that all former powers, priviledges, and grants, 

| made, 
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made, and granted to the town and corporation of 
Newcaſtle, or to any other perſon, or perſons what- 


ſoever, for the conlervancy of the river of Tyne, be, 


and are hereby repealed, made void, and null, and 
the committee of the admiralty, by authority of 
parliament, or any five of them, be, and are hereby 
authorized, and required, to nominate and appoint, 
fit and able perſons, as well of the counties of 
Northumberland and Durham, ſea-coait, and port 
of London, as of the town and corporation of New- 


caſtle, to have the charge of, and to be confervators 


of the river of Lyne, and to inveſt, and impower 


the ſaid perſons, with all priviledges and power ne- 


ceſſary, to enable them for the better, and more 
effectual carrying on, and performance of the ſaid 
{ervice. 

(x) And the faid commiſſioners are hereby fur- 
ther impowered, and enable from time to time, to 


give, and preſcribe unto the ſaid conſervators, rules, 


and inſtructions, for to obſerve and purſue, and to 
require obedience thereunto, and to receive and 
examine complaints, and to hear witneſſes, upon 


oath, (which oath, they, the commiſſioners, or any 


three of them, are hereby enabled to adminiſter) and 
to puniſh offenders, by reaſonable fine, and puniſh- 
ment, by impriſonment, and to diſplace, and to re- 
move conſervators, upon juſt and reaſonable cauſe, 
and to leflen, or adde to their number, as they ſhall 
fee cauſe, and to direct and order all other matters 
requiſite, and necefiary, for the conſervancy of ſo 
famous and commodious a river, and for preventing 
of all ſuch damages, miſchicfs, and newſances, as 
may hurt, or ruine the lame, and to ſettle a ſtipend 
upon the ſaid conſervators, and to direct the lame, 
and other neceflarics, and incident charges, to be 
allowed, and ifſue out of the profits of the ſaid 
river. 


(r) And be it further enacted, and ordained, that 


ſufficient and well fenced ballaſt ſhoars, keys, and 
ſteaths, 
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RIVER OF TYNE, FOR COALS; &c. 


ſteaths, be built and erected, either at Shields, or 


ſuch other convenient place, as the ſaid conſervators, 


or the major part of them ſhall think fitting ; and 
the ſaid conſervators, are authoriſed and required, to 
uſe and direct, all good wayes and means, according 
to ſuch powers and directions, as they ſhall from 
time to time receive, from the faid commiſſioners of 
the admiralty, to prevent and remedy all damages, 
that may happen, by tofle of ſhips, and mens lives, at 
lea, by caſting their ballait over-board, or into the 
river, at unſeafonable times, or unfitting places, or 
from the ballaſt-ſhoars, being carelefsly kept, through 
oreat winds, rains, or other caſualties, waſhing down 
the ballaſt, and that from henceforth, no maſters of 
any ſhips, or other veilels, be conſtrained to go up 
the river, and to heave out their ballaſt, at the ſhoars 
belonging to the town of Newcaſtle, or be hindred 
to load coals, or diſcharge their ballaſt, where they 
may, with moſt conveniency and ſafety, perform it, 
as well to the road-ſteads itſelf, as to their ſhipping. 
(8) And further, that all maſters of ſhips, trading 
to the ſaid river of Tyne, have hereby liberty and 
power, to make uſe within the ſaid river, of what 
ſhip-carpenter, or ſhip-wright, or other artificers, or 
perſons, they pleaſe, and find fitteſt for their own 
conveniency, in times of diſtreſſe and neceſſity. 


(H) And of what able lea- men they ſhall think fit, 
for pilots. 


(1) And have hereby liberty to buy, or take in, at 


any place of the ſaid port, or river, bread, and beer, 
and other neceſſaries, for their own {pending and 
victualling. 

(Kk) And that all goods and proviſions, which 
come in by ſea, for the uſe of the falt works, col- 
leries, and other buildings, at, or near the Shields, 
may be delivered at the Shields, courſe being taken 
for paying and ſatisfying all duties, payable for the 
laid goods and proviſions.

(L) Aid all perſons, who are willing, are hereby 
encouraged, and have liberty, to build ſhips and vel. 
ſels, on the laid river, for the encreaſe of trade and 
navigation. 

(M) And that all this be done without any fine, 
impriſonment, confiſcation, or other moleſtation of 
any perſon, veſſell, or goods, for, or in reference to 
any of the premiſes, any law, uſage, practice, 
cuſtome, priviledge, grant, charter, or other pre- 
tence whatſoever, to the contrary, notwithſtanding :

(N) And it is hereby enacted, that no 3 or 


veſſel whatſoever, that ſhall bring in any kind of 
merchandize, or grain, for the proper uſe of the 
town of Newcaſtle, uſually coming to the ſaid 
town of Newcaſtle, and places adjacent, beyond, 
ſhall deliver, or land the ſame, or any part thereof, 
at any other place, within the ſaid harbour or port, 
but at the ſaid town, or, as near to it as formerly 
have been accuſtomed. 

(o) And to the end ſo uſeful a commodity; as that 
of ſea-coal, wherein the poor of this commonwealth 
are ſo principally. concerned, may come cheaper to the 
market, and that coal-owners may not be in aworſecon- 
dition, then the reſt of the free people of this nation, 

Be it enacted, and ordained, that the ſaid coal- 

owners, 1n the reſpective counties, adjacent to that 
river, may, and have hereby liberty, to let leaſes of 
their coal-pits, and to ſell their coals to whom they 
pleaſe, as well to ſhips, as elſe- where, ſor benefit of 
the public, though they be not free of that corpora- 
tion of Newcaſtle, due courſe being taken for ſecu- 
ring, paying, and ſatisfying to the ſtate, all duties 
payable thereupon. 

And be it further 3 that North- Shields, in 
the county of Northumberland, be made a market- 


town, two dayes in the week, to be holden, on Mun- 
day, and Thurſday, for the relief of the country, 


the garriſon of Tvnemouth caitle, the great con- 
h | fluence 
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fluence of people, and 105 of ſhips, and chat the 
commiſſioners of the great ſeal, be hereby authorized, 
to iſſue out ſuch powers as are requiſite, and uſuall 
done, to other markets in the commonwealth. 


This is ihe copy of what was to have paſſed, after 
debate, if the late parliament had continued, &c. 
appointed to be drawn up by order. 


J 1 AVING given a ſhort relation of the fad events 
5 by charters, and acted by ſubjects, I ſhall 
a0w troubie your eye and ear, to hear what kings 
have done to theſe poor northern people formerly, 
therefore now deliverance is expected, &c. leaving it 
to the judgement of the reader, to Judge whether 
it be not time, &c. viz. 

The danes laid claim to the crown of England, 
che kings laid claim to the peoples lives, and corpo- 

cations to their eſtates, (what was free?) judge what 
reaſon England hath to ſubmit to thoſe legal charter- 
laws, invented by a prerogative, whoſe uſurpation was 
not to be owned, as by the ſequell appears. King Har- 
rold who aſſumed the crown of England to himſelf, 
lead an army to battell in Suſſex, where William the 
conqueror, baitard earle of Normandy, met him, ha- 
ving the aſſiſtance of the earle of Flanders, by reaion 
he was promiſed a good part of England, if he con- 
quered it, at which place, king Harrold was killed, 
and ſixty ſeven thouſand, nine hundred ſeventy four 
engliſh-men, in the year 1060, at which time he con- 
ſumed many towns, ſubduing where ever he came, 
except Kent, who contracted, to hold their land in 
gavel-kind, all England elſe being over-come by 
this ſaid ſtranger, Kc. 

When the Normans ruled England, the laws were 
in that tongue, but they being extinguiſhed, we find 
the benefit of our laws, in our own tongue, and 
doubts not but to be reſtored to our ancient right, 
for ſo long as monarchs were rulers, monopolics 
werc 
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were in force, but now {uch power being thrown out 


of doors, and being become a civill free ſtate, under 


the government of our own free-born, choſen, ac- 
cording to the command of God, as Deut. 17. 14. 
15. by which monopoligers dare not aſſume to peti- 


tion for a revival of ſuch their illegal grants, being 


found to be the greateſt of evills in a commonwealth. 

All kings were ſworn, that juſtice ſhould neither 
be bought nor fold, nor any hindred from it, to or- 
dain good laws, and withſtand all rapines, and falſe 
judge ments. 

Charters are no other than commiſſions, impowr- 
ing perſons, uncapable of the laws, to be judges and 
juitices, in every reſpective corporation, which char- 
ter and commiſſion is fold, and the members thereof 


are judges, in their own cauſes. So juſtice is both 


bought, and fold, beſides breach of oath, neither can 
a foreigner obtain any Tight, if it be ag :inſt the ſaid 
corporation, ſo that it is right in theſe Judg es judge- 
ment to do Al 


I. Hall vive you a ſhort relation of ihe miſerics the 
county of Northumberland hath taſted of, to this day, 


from William the conqueror, and what little ne ed 


there is Newca/tle /hould fo tyrannize over them, Oe. 


ILLIAM the conqueror, having killed many, 

and deſtroyed the land, and brought under 

his ſubjection, the people, cauſed ſuch who did OP- 
poſe his forces, at Ely, to have their legs and hands 


cut off, and their eyes put out, and then g gave hbe- 
rally to all his Norman race, earldoms, baronies, 


biltopricks, honours, mannors, dignities, and tarms, 
all being got by the iword ; upon his diviſions, &c. 


the earie of Flanders ſent to know what part he 


thould have for alliting him, who ſent him word, 
nothing at all, by reaſon all was but little enough for 
himſelf; then he gave to his ſon, Robert Cuming, 


the carldom of Northumberland, who in poſſeſſing

of it, ated ſuch cruelty, with his army, which came 
againſt Malcolm, king of the ſcots. The ſaid Robert 
built the caſtle, called the Newcaltle, upon the river 
of Tyne, in the county of Northumberland, about 
which was built the town, called Newcaſtle, the town 
taking its name from the Newcaſtle, and not the 
caſtle from the town ; the ſaid Northumberland be- 
ing ſo opprefled, that they fell upon Robert, fon to 
the conqueror, killed him, and his whole army, up- 
on which, William the conqueror ſent another army, 
who had command: to kill both men, women, and 
children, who did it; and waſted the whole county, 
that for nine yeers there was not any tood to be got, 
and ſuch who had hid themſelves in coal-pits, and 
other places, were conſtrained to eat dogs and cats, 
dead horſes, and mens fleſh, and many of them ſtary- 
ed to death, all which nine years time, not any 
ground tilled. 

Northumberland being recruted, and moſt ſhame- 
fully abuſed, by the biſhop of Durham, who killed 
Leviſus, was killed by them, for which, William the 
conqueror tent down Odo, wich an army, who to- 
tally laid Northumberland to walte, cut off the 


heads of all the people, after they had diſmembered 
them. 5 

Little of confeſſion, or repentance, was by king 
ſohn, as was by William the conqueror, for he, up- 
on his arreſt, at the ſuit of death, confeſſed he had 
committed many un and won England by 
the ſword, and not by inheritance, and was hear- 
117 lorry for the wrongs he had done, and required 
his body to be buried, at Cain, in Normandy. 
When he was dead, they would not afford him a 
burial-place, till ſuch time as one of his relations was 
conſtrained, 0 PUrciaiy lo» much ground, but ſoon 
after they defaced his tomb, took up his bones, and 
brake them, and caſt them away. 

In the fifteenth year of king Richard the ſecond, 
the ſcots burnt all the towns of Northumberla: nd, 


and 
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' and the north, as far as York, except Rippon, who 


redeemed themſelves with a ſum of mony. 

In the ſixth year of king Edward the third, 1332, 
a great battel was fought between the engliſh and 
the ſcots, near Barwick, where was killed, eight 
earls, fifteen hundred horſe, and thirty five thou- 


fand foot. 


In the thirteenth year of king Edward the third, 
1339, an inundation of water ſurmounted the wal! 
of Newcaſtle, and broke down fix pearches in 
length, and drowned one hundred and ſixty perſons, 
neer the wark knowl. _ 

In the year 1345, William Douglas lead mto 


Northumberland, above thirty thouſand Tcots, and 
fired many towns, but was overcome, by a ſtrata- 


gem with biſhop Ogle. 
The next year, 1346, king David, king of the 


ſcots, entered Northumberland, with a great army, 
and fought at Nevils-Croſſe, where he was over- 


thrown, himſelf taken priſoner, by one Copland of 
Northumberland, who had five hundred pound per 
annum, given to him, and to his heirs for ever. 

In king Richard the ſeconds dayes, 1379, the 
ſcots entered England, and killed all men, women, 
and children, in the north parts, notwithſtanding 


the plague was ſorely amongſt them. 


1383. The ſcots entered England, and lead al! 
the people away priſoners, that were in Northumber— 
land, and laid that county to waſte. 

1384. They entered again, and did the like. 

1389. The ſcots again invaded England, where 
a great battel was fought, at Otterborn, in Nor— 


thumberland, where they were over-thrown, and 
eleven hundred killed, and thirty thouſand put to 


flight, who, upon their flight, killed men, women, 


and ſucking babes, and filled houſes with people, 


two hundred in a houle, and then ſhut the doors, 


and fired the houſes.

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MEMORABLE PASSAGES. 


1399. King Richard the ſecond, cauſed ſeven- 
teen counties to be indicted, pretending they were 
all againſt him, with the duke of Gloceſter, Arundel, 
and Warwick, and commanded them all, to give it 
under their hands, and ſeals, that they were traytors, 
though indeed they never were, and then he makes 
them pay, ſome a thouſand pound, ſome more, 
ſome lefle. 


King Henry the fourth. Great fights were be- 


tween Douglas and Piercy, in the north. 

And in the years 1639, and 1643, and 1648, it 
being well known to all, the miſery they brought 
upon the north, and heavy impoſitions, both upon 


the north, and ſouth parts, as appears, in the cloſe of 


the epiſtle to the reader, &c. 

It is no ſmall mercy, that we now live ſo in peace, 
here being none of thoſe bloody times; and our 
anceſtors would willingly have enjoyed this mercy ; 
and we hunger after blood, which they wallowed in. 
What bloody minded men are theſe ? I wiſh them in 


better minds, and to be contented with that, which, 


in former times, could not be obtained. 

Many have admired the poverty of Northumber- 
land, as well they may, for what with the bloody 
tyrants, the ſcots, on the north of that poor county, 
and oppreſſive corporation of Newcaſtle, on the ſouth 


thereof, bounded in with the high-lands, on the weſt, 


and the ſea, on the eaſt, that it can get nothing but 
itrokes, and worried out of what they have, and not 
being tollerated to make uſe of their own, and cold 
blaſts from the ſea; but it would be otherwiſe, if 
ſuch gentlemen might be re-imburſed, for ſuch ſums 
of money, as they would expend, to vend coals out 
of Hartly, Blithe, and Bedlington rivers, which be 
convenient places, to vend them at, after ſome 
charge, which would be done, by having, either their 
money again, or cuſtome free, for ſome years, to 
re- imburſe them, which would not onely make that 
poor county as rich as any is, but reduce the ex-

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ceſſive rates of coals, and ſalt, and bring in many 


thouſands per annum, into the public revenew, &e. tl 
enable the people to be ſerviceable, and abundantly li 
increaſe trade, and navigation, as alio, there being as ft 
good coals, as poſſibly can be burnt, which now n 
lyes, &c. and others, not knowing their right, is 1 
ſ{tript of it.

Thereſore 
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Therefore, it behoveth each perſon, firſt, to ſeek 
the knowledge of thoſe laws, under which he doth 
live, and whereby he is to receive benefit, or to 
ſuſtain peril, and next, with all induſtry, to frame 
his obedience unto them, or humbly to Jubmit him- 
ſelf, to the cenſure of them. 


And though we find by experience, that ſome 
men, by the ſluggiſhneile of their natures, others, by 
the careleſneſſe of their own welfares, and a third 


jort, wholly given over to pleaſures and vanities, do 
little reſpect to know, and leſſe to obey, our crimi- 
nal, and capital laws, being things of great moment, 


and importance, and therefore do oftentimes taſte 


the ſmart of them, and repent of their gn when 
it is too late. 

Many there be, that by reading, defires to con- 
ceive them, others, for increaſe of their knowledge, 
others, in their actions, to be directed by them, 


therefore to content ſuch, as knoweth not, as yet, 


theſe heads, that they may know what they condemn, 
and do tend to the breach of the peace of the realm, 
and to the diſlike of all the good members thereof, 
and what puniſhments ſhe hath impoſed, upon the 


tranſgreſſors therein, and by whom, and in what 
manner to be inflicted, efpecially, upon murder, 


robbery, riots, forgery, perjury, extortion, and op- 
preſſion, in any of which cafes, any perſon maketh 
it his own cauſe, and doth, in a fort, take it to be 
done to himſelf, and ought to reduce the tranſgreſ- 
for, nay, his highneſſe, by his oath, and all people 
elſe, are bound to pumiſh them, as being tranſgreſ- 


ſors of his laws, and diſquieters of the peace, there- 


fore ought to be rooted out, as the huſbandman the 
thiſtle, from the good corn, and the gardner his 


nettles, from his ſweet flowers, wherefore, ſeeing a 
guilty perſon, in any of the offences aforeſaid, is per- 


lecuted in deed, or conſent, by all, wiſhing well to 
the weal-publick, or their own private eſtatc.

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It is requiſite, that good men, which eſchew to 
offend, for the love of virtue, and evill men, which 


fear to offend, for the dread of puniſhment, ſhould 


both know thoſe laws, which they are to make uſe 
of, and the penalties, which be threatened to the 
infringers thereof, to the intent, the good man hay. 
ing a will to ſtand, may truſt to his feet, remain 
firm, and continue his integrity, and the evill man, 
beginning to ſtagger, may bend his endeavour to 
ſtay, and ſlide no further, (this labour) being to the 
intent, that the well meaning-man, being made the 
better, and he, or they, that before were lewdly 
diſpoſed, the leſſe hurtful, may all, at the laſt, meet 


and joyn in ſeeking, and furtherance of that peace, 


which will be comfortable to the lord protector, and 
nation, and pleaſing, both to God and man. 

Theſe laws ate preſervers of the peace, and layes 
heavy puniſhments, upon the withſtanders, or deniers 
thereof, they are his highneſſe privy councellors, in- 
ceſſantly, reſpecting the preſervation of his perſon 
and dignity, they be as his gentlemen penſioners, 
attending daily his preſence, to do him all honor 
and ſervice, being as the yeoman of his guard, wait- 
ing day and night, to protect him, for his protecting 
the nation, and them, and from all forcible aſſaults, 
and other perils; alſo, they be as his great and 


_ goodly ſhips, which hath purchaſed freedome, on the 
ſeas, and now lyes hovering up and down, as his 


caſtles, and ſtrong forts of defence, as well as they, 
which ſtand upon the land, wherewith he doth pre- 


vent foreign hoſtility, reprefle inward tumults, and 


ſo keep himſelf, and the people, in peace and ſafety; 
likewiſe, as his judges, juſtices, ſheriffs, conſtables, 
and other officers, watching, every hour and moment, 


in all ſhires, and counties, places, and corners of the 


nation, to reprefle outrages, and to maintain peace. 
To maintain theſe laws, every good member hath 


the like benefit, as himſelf hath, for in fear of them, 
every perſon doth enjoy his life, and limbs in peace,

and is defended from the bloody-minded murderer, 


and man-queller, and the rage of the furious quar- 
reller and fighter, and in fear of them, the houſe- 
keeper reſteth in peace, with his wife and family, 
under his own roof ; the terror hereof doth often 
reſtrain godleſſe people, from committing perjuries, 
frauds, and deceits, and impudent, and ſhameleſſe 
men, to wreſt from others, by bribery, extortion, 
or oppreſſion. 

And divers there be, who neither by the laws of 


God, of nature, or reaſon, will be bridled, and re- 


duced to vertue, yet, by the penalties, and fear of 
our capital, and criminal laws, do yeeld to be curbed. 

And we ſhould now obſerve, with what care, our 
fore-fathers, had, from one age to another, and what 
ordinances they eſtabliſhed, in parliament, that 
ſeveral penal, criminal, and capital laws, and ſtatutes, 
ſhould be read, or proclaimed, in churches, in fairs, 
in markets, at the general aſſizes, and quarter-ſeſ- 


ſions, of every county, at leets, and law-dayes, and in 


every inns of court, and chancery, and how the 
ſame is continued, and put in practice, to the intent, 
that the ſame laws, and the penalties thereof, ſnould 
be heard, learned, known, and underſtood, by all 
ſorts of perſons, willing to perceive, and apprehend 
the ſame. | IT 

Charter-law is not ſo, but like the foul ſpirit in 
the air, ſtill ranging, never at reſt, nor will let 


others take any, never ſeen, but heard in every 


corner, ſtriking at the pure law, to advance itſelf, it 


forces people to a kind of an order, in a town, and 


the whole nation, to a diſorder. 


The chiefeſt reaſon, why I give a recital of the

rich, in all, that belongs to your office. 

Ye ſhall do no wrong, to any man, for any gift, 
or other beheſt, or promiſe of goods; for favor, nor 
hate, ye ſhall diſturb no mans right; ye ſhall acquit, 
at the exchequer, all thoſe, of whom ye ſhall any 
thing receive, of the keepers, &c. debts ; ye ſhall 
nothing take, whereby the keepers, &c. may looſe, 
or that right may be letten, or diſturbed, or the 
keepers, &c. debt delaid; ye ſhall truly receive, 
and truly ſerve the keepers, &c. writs as far forth,

be your under ſheriff, any of the ſheriffs clerks, of

any of yours, unſealed, nor any ſealed, under the 


ſeal of any juſtice, fave of juſtices of Eyre, or juſtices, 
aſſigned in the ſame ſhire, where you be ſheriff in, 
or other juſtices, having power, or authority, to 
make any writs unto you, by the law of the land.

That maſters, 
wardens, and people of guilds, fraternities, and of 
other companies corporate, oftentimes, by colour 
of rule, and governance, to them granted by charter, 
and letters pattents, made amongſt themſelves, 
many unlawfull, and unwarrantable ordinances, as 
well in prizes of wages, as other things, for their 
own ſingular profit, and to the common hurt, and 
damage of the people, be it enacted, and it is hereby 
enacted, that no ſuch maſter, wardens, nor com- 
panies“, make, nor uſe, any ordinance, in diſherit- 


ance, nor diminition, of the prerogative of the king, 


nor of others,“ nor againſt the common profit of 

the people, nor none other ordinance of charge, 
except it were firſt diſcuſt, uſed, and and proved, 
by good advige of the juſtices of peace, or the chief

O Sir Walter Raleigh, being to give a cbt; 
ter of Henry the eighth, prefaceth his deſcrip- 


tion, with this introduction, F all the pictures, and 
patterns of a mercileſs prince, were loft in the world, 


they might all again be painted ta the life, out of the 


feory of that king. 


So having given the world an account of the moſt 
unchriſtian, illegal, oppreſſive practices of the ma- 
giſtrates of Newcaſtle, upon the people of this na- 
tion, whoſe either neighbourhood, or calling, or con- 


dition of life, neceſſitate them to an intercourſe with 


them, either by way of traffique, or any other way, 


though forced into that port, and harbor, by dif- 


treſs of weather, tempeſt, or any other accident, in- 
cident to thoſe that go down to the ſeas in ſhips, and 


pccupie their buſineſſes in the waters; refleting on 


their actions, I may ſafely ſay of them, as that noble 
knight did, of that king, If all the pictures, and

and this rule ſtirs us up to all beneficence, and doing 
good to our neighbor; for as to prevent injuring 
another man, a man ſhould aſke himſelf, would I 
that another man ſhould do to me, as I am about to 
do unto him? and fo, love to himſelf, will prevent 
hatred to another ; fo to confer favors, and to do 
good unto another, a man ſhould aſke himſelf, 
would I require this boon, this favor, this good turn 
from another, if I ſtood in need of it, as my neigh- 
bor doth, and I were in his condition? and would 
the granting, or doing this fayor, be moſt acceptable 
to me, and lay an eternal obligation upon me?

How highly 
were the hearts of this nation inflamed ? what indig- 
nation did they conceive againſt the practices both 
of the ſtar chamber, and high commiſſion, hereto- 
fore, (pag. 93.) as laying an unſupportable yoak upon 
the necks of the people, by the tender of the oath, ex 
officio? Hath all the nation freed themſelves from 
this bondage, by a good law, ſo that elſewhere no 
man is compelled to teſtifie againſt himſelfe, or 
where other witneſſes fail, inforced to accuſe him- 
ſelf? and muſt they onely, that come under the Jurij- 
diction of the magiſtrates of Newcaftle, remain in- 
flaved under the lame bondage?

compt all one, as if they had ſunk the ſhip, and 
drowned the men, (p. 86). Hee that doeth not pre- 
vent a miſchief, when it is in his power to doe it, is, 
in Gods accompt, the contriver, and the author of 
it; but that which is the great aggravation of their 
oppreſſion, in this kind, and heighteneth it beyond 
any parallell 1s, they deny all help to ſhips in diſtreſſe 
(p. 76. 77.) that ſo making ſhip wrack, (p. 19. 20. 


74. 75-706. 79. 78 87. 79. 81. 90. 91.) That which 


in this is uſually alleged to take off from the hor- 
ridneſſe of their tyranny is, viz. that they muſt fend 


for 
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for help from Newcaſtle, ſignifies nothing; New- 
caſtle being ſeven miles from that harbour of Shields. 
Mhilſt the graſſe grows, the /ieed ftarves, as the pro- 
verb tells us; and while help is e the ſhip is 
loſt. 

If theſe men could command the wind, and ſeas, 
not to rage, and ſwell, bur be huſhed into a calme, 
and the river kept from friezing (p. 63. 84. 85. 
1096 112. /. 78. 79. $0; 81. 8. 83.) unte 
they ſent down help from Newcaſtle, their reply 
might be admitted; but ſince the wind, ſea, and ice, 
are not controllable by their charter, what abomina- 
ble tyranny, what ſavage inhumanity, is it to deny 
thips in diſtreſſe, ſuch help as is at hand, to preſerve 
themielves ; cafes of neceſſity make voyd proprieties, 
that which without the caſe of neceſſity is theft, in 
the caſe of neceſſity is not theft. 


Men doe not .deſpiſe a thief, if hee ſteale to ſatisfy bis 


foul when hee is hungry, Proverb. 6. zo. and the law. 


ſaith, wwhen thou come/t into thy neighbours vineyard, 

thou maiſt eat grapes thy fill, at thine own pleaſure, 
Deut. 23. 24. In cafe of extreame neceſſity, that all 
things are common, is the joynt opinion of all 
divines. This is the law of nature, and therefore 
not to be over- ruled, by any poſitive law, of any 
kingdome, or common, wealth; for in theſe caſes of 
extream neceſſity, the perſon in this condition, tak- 
ing that which is anothers, is not guilty of theft, for 
Jure ſuo utitur, as the caſuiſts determine, hee doth 
but make ule' of his own right; nor doth it come 
under the definition of theft, which is, taking away 
that which is another mans, without his conſent ; for 
as neceſſity alters the property, and makes it his 
own, ſo while he makes uſe of his own right, the 
other tenetur conſentire, is bound to give his con- 
ſent, and to acquieſce in the others injoyment of it. 
And therefore, in all poſitive laws, whereby property 
18 diſtinguiſhed, there is none of them, which hold 
in caſe of extream neceſſity; and ſhall extream ne- 
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ceſlity entitle a man to a part of another mans real 
po leſſon, by which there is Damnum emergens, ſome 


damage, or diminution of the goods, and poſſeſſion 
of the owner, and yet free the invador from all im- 


putation of injuſtice, or uſurpation. , 

And ſhall not a poor maſter of a ſhip, in caſe of 
extream neceſſity, (p. 77. 78. 76. 109. 79. 74: 
80.) diſpence with the privileges, and charter 
of Newcaſtle, which at moſt, can be but /ucrun; 
celſans, a ſuſpenſion of their privileges, and gaine, 
and make uſe of ſuch helps, for his preſervation, as 


Providence affords, without running the danger of 


{ending for, and waiting the help from Newcaſtle; 
without the ruine of thoſe that ſave him? Shall not 
extream neceſſity, which is an apology for all the 
world, bee his juſt apology, to plead his excuſe in 


this caſe, and free him, and his helpers, from the 


tyranny, and perſecution of the magiſtrates ? 

3. The prophet //aiah, tels us of ſome magiſtrates 
that were companions of theeves, Iſaiah 1. 23. Ezekicl 
tels us of others, that were /ike evening wolves, 


ravening for their prey, Ezekiel 22. 27. and Ze- 


phany, of others, that were like rearing lyons, 
Leph. 3. 3. If any man doubt, whether theſe charac- 
ters of oppreſſive magiſtrates, be applicable to theſe 
of Newcaltle, I ſhall ſay no more to them, than our 
Saviour did - Nathaniel in an other caſe, Come and 
fee, Joh. 1. | 

Gorenhly, Prohibiring HP oy and others, in 
the counties, both of Northumberland, and Dur- 
ham, to fell their coales to ſhips, to be tranſported to 


London, compelling all owners of colleries, to ſell 


their coals to themſelves firſt. If any thall preſume to 


ſell their coals, immediately to the ſhips, without 
taking them in the way, they ſeize upon ſuch coals, 


upon pretence that the owners of the coals are not. 
free of their corporation, (pag. 21. 22. 100. 101. 
98. 99. 102. 103. 104. 49. 84. 82. 81. 40. 193. 
165. (p). And if this be not a monopoly, of as 


high 
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high a nature, and producing as ill effects, and thofe 
of as large extent, as any, that (to the great content, 
and ſatisfaction of the nation) hath been aboliſhed, 
let the“ world judge. A welch pedigree, doth not 
deſcend by more ſteps, and degrees, than the pro- 
perty of their coals is varied, while it is derived 
trom the owner of the collery, unto him that at laſt 
buyes the commodity, to ſpend it, as well trades as 
others. The owners of chiteries; muſt firſt fell the 
coals to the magiſtrates of Newcaſtle, the magiſtrates 
to the maſters of ſhips, the maſter of thips to the 
woodmongers, or wharfingers, and they to thoſe 
that ſpend them: Every change of the property ad- 
ding to, and enhancing the price of the coals, thus 
nterchangeably bought, and fold ; which courſe, as 
it picks ſome money out of the purſes of every man,

had free liberty, to fell (p. 124.) his coals to ſhips 
immediately, ILinmouth haven, would afferd two 
hundred thoufand chaldrons of coals in the year 
more than now are vented, which would reduce the 
late exorbitant exceſſive rates of coals, in the city of 
London (p. 64. 65. 81.) to under twenty ſhillings a 
chalder, all the year, winter as well as ſummer, and 
bring into the common treaſury above forty thouſand 
pounds per annum, (p. 60. 100, 101. 103.) Some 
owners of coal-pits, will rather let their pits be fired, 
like thoſe at Benwell, and conſume, than let their 
coals to the magiſtrates of Newcaſtle. If the coal- 
owners, in each county, from whence all coals come, 
ſhould be as refractory to the magiſtrates, in deny- 
ing their coals, as the magiſtrates are to the maſters,

Laſtly, Countenancing their officers in their op-

blood yet our hands did not hed it; and therefore let 
every one that would waſh his hav clean, from 
that blood, pray, as God ' preſcribed, Be merciful, 
O Lord, unto thy people Iſrael, whom thou haſt re- 
deemed, and lay not innocent blood unto thy people Ijraels 
charge, Deut.

Thus have I given you a ſhort view of the tyran- 
nical oppreſſive practices of the magiſtrates of New- 
caſtle, whoſe ſin receives no ſmall aggravation from 
their office, and calling, in that they are magiſtrates, . 
whom God hath furniſhed with authority, to that 
end, that they might prevent, and redreſs injuries, 
done by others, and execute wrath upon evill doers, 


Rom. 13. 4. So that in their oppreſſions, they fin 


againſt the very end of their calling, they transform 
the very image of Gods: power, and juſtice, which 
they ſuſtain, into the image of Gods enemy, Satan, 
whom herein they reſemble, and become, after a 
fort, wickedneſles in high places, as the devils are; 
for amongſt them, as much as any where, is that of 


Solomon verified, I ſaw under the ſun, the place of

judgement, that wickedneſs was there, and the place of 


righteouſneſs, that iniquity was there, Eccleſ. 3. 16. 
And although attempts hitherto, and all indeavors, 
for redreſs of theſe oppreflive courſes, have proved 
abortive, and fruitleſs, no man compaſſionating the 
people with Saul, ſo much as to aſke, What ayleth 
this people, that they weep, 1. Sam. 11. 5. No, after 
many addrefles, petitions, remonitrances, and ſutes 
at law, being ſtifled by the inſtigation of corrupt 
perſons, then in power, and obſtructed, by the 
mutability, and changes, we have too juſt reaſon to 
complain with Solomon, Behold the tears of ſuch gs 
were oppreſſed, and they had no comforters, and on the 
 Jides of their oppreſſors there was power, but they, the

oppreſſed, had no comforter, Eeclgſ. 4. 1. Vet at this 
time we are not without good hopes, but that the 
cries of the poor, and the oppreſſed, will enter into 
the ears, and hearts of this preſent power, That they 
will be as a Hiding place from the winde, and a covert 
from the tempeſt, as rivers of water in a dry place, as 
the ſhadow of a great rock in a weary land, Iſa.
